Samuel Dixon of 1118 North Seventeenth 
etreet..a water carrier on the new Chem- 
ical building, fell his death through 
the freight elevator shaft from the fif- 
teenth floor Thursday moring. Almost every 
bone in his body was broken. His body 
was taken to the morgue. 

Tie was not seen again until employes, 
attracted by the noise of his waar bucket 
striking the floor,. saw the body falling 
through the long space. ? 

Dixon's body struck the floor shortly 
after the bucket. ‘It made little noise and 
life was undoubtedly extinct before the 
body reached the rround. 

Elmer Spaulding of 3038 Magazine street 
was present when the bucket and the body 
came down. He says that he saw nothing 
more than the whirl of a bucket and a 
man through the shaft, and then both 
lay on the floor. ; 

Dixon, who was. a carpenter's helper, 
started up the temporary elevator on the 
outside of the building, with some plaster 
and two buckets of water. 
According to Engineer C. ¢ De Wiit, 
who runs the elevator, Dixon signaled him 
te siop at the seventh floor, where he put 
off ths plaster and again at the thirteenth 
floor to put off one bucket of water. The 
secon’ bucket of water was to have gone 
to the sixteenth floor, but Dixon alighted 
on the platform at the fifteenth, and, slip- 
ping. plunged headlong down the narrow 
shaft.

THEORY OF THE PROSEOUTION AND 
SUMMARY OF THE EVIDENCE 


The thoery of the prosecution is that Barrington plotted to lure McCann to a 
secluded spot where he could murder him and hide the body, disposing of all means 
of identification; that he did murder McCann and that the motive was robbery; that 
he took what money and valuables McCann had on his person and that he hoped to 
fleece Mrs. McCann of the $6000 or more which he knew McCann had deposited in a 


St. Louis bank, making it accessible to her. 


THE MURDER AND IDENTIFICATION 


On the fact of the murder, the prosecutor relies upon the evidence of Dr. Randle 
of Clayton, who performed the autopsy on the body found in the Bonfils quarry, that 
there were two bullet wounds and several razor slashes, and these wounds were not 
self-inflicted.

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QUEER FACTS WN 
ENGLISH CENSUS 


Women of Britain Outnumber the 
Men by More Than Onc 
Million. 


CHILD LABOR ON THE INCREASE 


Nearly All Occupations Are Now 
Open to Feminine Aspirants, but 
Workhouses Full of Them. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, July 2.—The newly issued sum- 
mary tables of the census of 1901 are full 
of interesting details about the prospects 
and conditions of women’s life. 

Marriage, treated statistically, reveals 
some strange facts. It is scarcely credible, 
fur instance, that there are thirty: girls of 
15 years and 162 of 16 married in England. 
Roughly, to every six married persons 
throughout the country there are eleven 
unmarried and one widowed. There are 
more than two widows for every widower. 

Very young husbands prefer wives older 
than themselves. One husband of 15 has 
married a wife of 17, and a lad of 17 has 
married a wife of 3. A lad of 18 hasa wife 
of © and one of ® has a wife of #. But 
by the time they reach 20 they prefer as 
a whole to have wives about their own 
age. Thus we find that over 800,000 hus- 
bands and wives between the ages of 21 
and 30 are practically of the same age, 
or come in the same age groups. 

At the time the census was taken one 
wife out of every fourteen was away from 
her husband. This, however, in many cases 
means no more than that the husband was 
absent from home for business or other 
reasons. There are no fewer than six wives 
and eight widows who are centenarians, 
while ten husbands and thirty-two widow- 
ers have also passed their hundred years. 

There are over 1,000,000 more women 
than men in England today, ignoring 
young children altogether and reckoning 
only those old enough to earn their own 
living. This makes female labor to some 
extent a ncessity. For every 29 unmar- 
ried women over 10 years old who do 
no work outside their own homes 32 earn 
their living. Among married women one 
out of seven earns her bread apart from 
her husband. 


Striking Changes |... &:\#) 
In Fifty Years. 


A comparison between these returns of 
women’s employments in 190l‘and the 


statistics given in the census returns of 
50 years before show a striking change. 
In 1851 there was practically no gen- 
eral occupation open for women of the 
middie class except teaching. Three hun- 
dred, it is true, were druggists and 106 
were engaged in literature. Now prac- 
tically the whole range of employment 
outside the army, the navy and the law 
is open to both sexes alike. Seven, thou- 
san women now work as chemists; 
there are nearly 300 women  under- 
takers, 4000 work as butchers and three 
are slaughter women. Fifty-eight of 
them are bill discounters, twelve are 
shepherds, and one is the feminine equiv- 
alent of a woodman. 

Not alone in more peaceful trades, but in 
those eminently calling for physical 
strength strength women have flocked in. 
No women work under ground in the mines, 
but 60 work in the pit heads. Three hun- 


fuel makers. Over 60,0009 work in the heavy 
metal tradus, of whom some hundreds are 
blacksmiths and etrikers. The manufac- 
ture of jewelry and delicate instruments 
employs nearly 20,000 more. But the main 
employments of women still continue to 
be domestic service and mfll work. There 
are 1,700,000 domestic servants of varous 
kinds, of whom 900,000 are charwomen and 
washerwonien. 

There is a little army of bargewomen. 
Over 600 are in the merchant service on the 
déep seas. Women commercial travelers 
now number 382. Two are accountants, 86 
are auctioneers and several hundred are 
employed on railways as clerks, points- 
women or station attendants. 


Educated Women 


Are in Demand. 
But it is in employments for educated wo- 
men that the chief advances have been 
made. There are nearly 300,000 women now 


employed in professional work ,mainly as 
teachers. There are 32 women doctors, or 
dentists; 64,000 care for the sick, and nearly 
500 act as religious teachers, excluding 
over 6000 Catholic nuns and sisters. Fifty 
years ago the government employed about 
2000 women; now it engaiges . In 1851 
there were 106 women engaged in literature 
}and sclence; now there are within a few of 
20. For every one employed in the fine 
arts then, nine are now, and-photography, 
the handmaiden of art, gives ead to 38361 
women. There are 6443 actresses and -near- 
ly 1000 show women. 

There is tragedy behind the weman work- 
er, und one table shows its depth—the list 
of former occupations of workhouse in- 
mates. Seventy-seven thousand women are 
in our workhouses today, of whom 4,000 
formerly earned their own living in some 
detinite employment. One woman out of ev- 
ery three of these was once a domestic 
servant. Does this explain the deep aver- 
sion of many poor women to domestic 
service? Nearly 13,000 of these workhouse 
inmates were orice charwomen or laun- 
drusses. Four of them were once artists, 


teachers, and on fewer than 62% were once 
sick nurses. No woman author yet seems 
to have come to the workhouse. 

Tiiere is not a single actress or one 
woman writer among the 2844 women in the 
prisons today. No women teachers are in 
piison, although 12 men are, and no wom- 
.@h doctors, though 16 male doctors are in- 
carcerated. 

Another painful section of these returns 
relates to child labor. Seventy thousand 
giris and 138,000 boys under 14 now earn 
their living. Two-sevenths of the ris 
are employed in cotton mills, and one-third 
as domestic servants. Of ris of 10 at 
work, one toils as an optician one as a 
general shopkeeper, eight as dressmakers 
and two as dealers. In all, 232 giris of 10 
are at work, mainly In domestic service.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The protest of 
the American Jews is to be played by 
Roosevelt against the action of the Rus- 
sians in preventing a commercial treaty 
between the United States and China. 

This fact becamé apparent when the 
President,, moved by utterances eminating 
that the 
Jewish petition would be categoricaily re- 
jected, instructed Acting Secretary Loomis 
to issue a statement showing the course 
to be followed by this government. 

The declaration that Russia must cate- 
gorically refuse to receive any petitions 
from powers having reference to her in- 
ternal affairs was credited to the highest 
Russian authority in the United States. 

This must necessarily mean Count Cas- 
sini, the Russian ambassador. At tke 
game time, the statement is not attributed 
directly to him. It was simply made pub- 
lic in a manner that was virtually anony- 
mous. 


Strained Relations 
Are Now Probable. 


It is now apparent that fll feeling, if not 
strained relations, will come between the 
United States and Russia as a result of 
the President's decision to forward the 
Jewish petitian to St. Petersburg. 

The President's action was not taken with 
the full &asent of his cabinet fA vdsers. 

It was regarded by them as establishing 
a dangerous precedent. 

Many cabinet ministers believed that if 
the petition should be présented to Russia 
it would afferd an opportunity hereafter 
for any foreign power to protest against 
the lynching of their subjects, or even to 
express horror at the burning of negroes. 

There has never been a time when this 
government would tolerate such a protest 
from any of the Huropean nations. 

This was made plain to the President. 

Despite much advice, Mr. Roosevelt de- 
termined to take the petition of the Jews 
and transmit it to the Russian government. 


by the President: 

“At the state department it was stated 
by a high official in the absence of Sec- 
retary Hay that the delay in forwarding 
the petition of the American citizens of 
the Jewish faith as to the ill-treatment 
of their coreligionists in Russia was sole- 
ly due to the delay in furnishing the 
address to the state department by the 
petitioners. 


Official Propriety 

Always Observed. 

“The state department would, of 
course, pay no heed to any statement 
purporting to emanate from the Russian 
government unless such statement was 
made officially in some form or other to 
our own government. 

“The state department has been es- 
pecially careful to act only in accordance 
with all requirements of official propri- 
ety, but within the limits thus laid down 
it will most certainly not hesitate to give 
xpression to the deep sympathy felt, 
not only by the eee pale Sag’ ut by 
all the American people for the unfor- 
tunate Jews o have beén the victims 
in the reoent appalling massacres and 
outrages.

NEW YORK, July’ 2.—Several interesting 
additions to the original papers of Ham- 
{lton Fish, who was governor of New York 
and United States senator and secretary 
of state under President Grant, have just 
been made. Hamilton Fish, the present as- 
sistant treasurer of the United States, has 
been searching for years for the letter in 
which Gen. Grant tendered to Gov. Fish 
the state department portfolio. His search 
has ended successfully, as the letter has 
been found among the effects of the late 
Nicholas Fish. 

President Grant's letter to Mr. Fish, in 
the Presidents own handwriting, reads 
thus:

Combined Imports ‘and Exports for 
Year Just Ending Exceed Those 
of Its Predecesser.

WASHINGTON, July ..—Figures pre- 
pared by the bureau of statistics for the 
eleven months ending with June 1 show 
that the foreign commerce of the United 
States in the year about to end will ‘be the 
largest in the histo of the country. 

Imports will, for ‘The first time, exceed 
$1,000,000,000 and exports will be larger than 
in any preceding year except 1901. The fig- 
ures whch fustif: this assertion show that 
the imports of the eleven months ending 
with May were $943,597,194, and the exports 
$1,324.493,293. For the twelve months end- 
ing with May the imports are $1,016,712,248, 
and the exports $1,413,733,776. 

As the largest imports in any earlier 
fiscal year were $903,320,048, in 1902, it is

As the largest exports of any preceding 
year, except 1901, were .$1,304,483,012, in 1900,

4nna E. Phares is on trial for her life here

Three months in the Burlington County 
jail have had litthke appreciable effect on 
the woman's rustic beauty. She sat today 
beside her counsel, Eckert Budd, in the 
same chair that Mabe! Fenton Haines oc- 
cupied not many manths ago, when she 
was on trial for murder. 

While the jury was being chosen—which 
took a short time—she made suggestions to 
her counsel with regard to almost every 
talesman called, and when the court be- 

an hearing testimony she suggested ques- 
jon after question to Lawyer Budd, con- 
ductin herself more like an associate 
counsel than the central figure in the trial. 

She heard the damaging testimony 
against herself with the utmost compla- 
cency, and when one of her former ad- 
mirers was we on the stand and mat- 
ters were hinted at that refiected direotly 
on her, she neither blushed nor turned 
away, but with chin resting upon her hand 
gazed intently at the witness and sneered. 

It was understood that Mrs. Phares had 
been left to her fate by her ‘relatives here 
and, indeed, the court had been obliged to 
appoint counse] for her, but’ she was ac- 
companied into the courtroom this mornin 
by her brother, Edward Riggs, a coal deal- 
er of Burlington, and her sister, Mrs. Mar- 

erite Kimbler, wife of a farmer near 
olumbus. this county. 

It was also understood that Mrs. Phares’ 
three children, Edward, 9; Howard, 7, and 
Helen, the baby, were in the care of an- 
other sister, but Mre. Kimble led in a 3- 
year-old girl and as soon as Sheriff Bow- 
ers found Mrs. Phares a seat, she took up 
the little one and kissed and fondled her 
a long time. 

The fair prisoner gave one long look at 
Oarfield Taylor, the tall, handsome voung 
man for love of whom, it is charged, she 
poisoned her husband, and held a whis- 
pered consultation with her counsel. 
Taylor has been subpenaed by the prose- 
cution.

A number of women were present and 
Stayed throughout the proceedings, not- 
withstanding the statement of Prosecutor 
Samuc! A. Atkinson that much of the evi- 
dence he would be compelled to submit 
would be unfit for delicate ears. Judge 
Garrison barred from the courtroom all 
persons under 17. 

Harry W. Burt, a young farmer of Jack- 
sonville, who was a close friend of Phares, 
paid he called at the latter's house on the 
morning of March 98. and found him on a 
couch tn convulsions. Phares said to Burr 
that Ivr. Dubell gave ‘“‘strong medicine,’ 
but Mre. Phares said the medicine might 
make him teel worse at first. 

The three children were romping about 
the room when their father fell dead. 

Burr admitted that. it was only after 
the woman's repeated appeals that Phares 
permitted her to go for a physician. And 
when Phares was declared dead Mrs. 
Phares, in tearful tones, said: ‘““‘Why must 
Albert be taken away and leawe me with 
three little children?” 
arles Aaronson of Jacksorwville gave 
similar testimony. 

Raymond Wells, a druggist at Columbus, 
testified to the purchase of 3 s 0 
strychnine by Mrs. Phares, who explained 
that she wantei to kill rats. 

"T hesitated about seling her the poison," 
said the witness, ‘“‘but after rhe explained 
that’ she had asked Tr. Dubell how to get 
some strychnine and that he told her all 
she had to do was to tell the druggist 
for what purpose she wanted it and he 
would let her have it, I consented to_ sell 
her some. 

“Tl brought out a dram bottle and she 
miket me if that would be enough. I told 
her there was é¢nough there to kill all the 
rats she wanted. and that it would cost her 
% conts. She said she didn't want that 
much. so I measured off 320 grains. 

“Then. in a testing way, she asked if 
that was enough to kill a person, and I 
replied that there was enough in the bottle 
to kill two or three. She then added, 
jokingly, that she might want to take 
some.”’

/ “Will-Pewer” Willi Not Cure It. 


Mrs. Drake, in Picture Hat and 
Gowned in Black, Smiles at the 
Testimony That Seems Most Dam- 
aging to Her. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COVINGTON, Ind., July 2—The theory 
of the state in the trial of Mrs. Elmira 
Drake for killing her husband by poison, 
as outlined by State’s Attorney Ratcliff to 
the jury, is that it Was a premeditated mur- 
der. The claim of the state is that Mrs. 
Drake was as much of a fortune hunter 
as the man she is charged with killing, 
and that when she married him she got 
possession of a large sum of money be- 
longing to him, and also believed that he 
owned considerable property in Wisconsin. 

Mrs. Drake, dressed iri black, with a 
wide picture hat, used a big palm leaf fan, 
watched the jury end frequently smiled 
when the state's witnesses testified. She 
said that she slept well all night and was 
satisfied that she would be acquitted. 

The theory of the state is that Drake 
threatened his wife with exposure of some 
alleged criminal ractices, and said he 
would show up the instruments and let- 
ters. The state declares also that to at 
least two witnesses Mrs. Drake said: ‘'‘I 
am getting tired of it. There has some- 
thing got to be done. I am ing to get 
rid of him.” When she said this she 
Gropped her head for a moment, and then 
continued:~‘‘If I can't get rid of him ome 
war Il-can another."’ 

The testimony will also show, according 
to Mr. RHatcliff’s statement, that when 
Drake was lying on his deathbed he was 
ouffering intense pain, and said to a vis- 
itor: “Il would fee] better if I could get 
this poison out of my stomach."’ 

Mrs. Drake was present, and quickly 
Said: ‘“‘He means the medicine he has been 
taking.’ At that Drake looked toward her 
and .made no reply, but Mrs. Drake re- 
peated that her husband had reference to 
the medicine. 

The testimony, accordin to the pros- 
ecutor, will show that the night rake 
was taken sick he went out to the barn 
and got some meat, and that his wife 
cooked some of it, after which he was 
taken with a bad spell of sickness and a 
doctor was sent for. After the physician's 
visit Drake grew better, and after that 
for a week or ten days was feeling fairly 
well one day and bad the next. Drake 
agpearen gosorns to the testimony that 
will be Introduced, to be gettin along 
until about March 1. On that date the 
visiting physician was surprised to find 
him in a stupor. 

The doctor’ said he could not ‘under- 
stand why Drake's stomach and throat 
were so painful, and had such burning 
sensations all the time. Mrs. Drake re- 
plied that her husband was in the habit 
of taking patent medicines; that he al- 
ways had some kind of patent medicine 
and pills about the place. She said fur- 
ther that he had made a wash from su!l- 
phate of ginc and gargled his throat 
with it. He had also washed his hands 
in this solution of sulphate of zinc. 

The testimony of the state would be, 
Mr. Ratcliff said, that after her hus- 
band's death, Mrs. Drake showed no 
signs of grief, and sat up most of the 
night talking over business affairs. At 
the funeral Mrs. Drake was cool and 
calm, and, according to the testimony 
of the undertaker, did not seem to regret 
her husband's death at all. It wil] also 
be in evidence that Drake had frequent- 
ly .demanded that his wife place her 
property In his hands. That he had de- 
manded that'she pay him $20 a month for 
his work on the farm and also that she 
xive him $270 due him and that Mrs. 
Drake was angry about {ft and made 
threats of getting rid of him. 

He wanted her to move to Oklahoma 
and open a boarding house, but she re- 
fused to go. 

The attorneys for the defense say “hat 
they expect to show that Robert J. 
Drake died from cholera morbus eom- 
bined with gastritis, brought on by the 
heavy meals he ate and the intoxieating 
liquor he drank. That, as his death was 
not by poison but from natural causes, 
Mrs. Drake could not be guilty of killing 
him. The defense will endeavor to show 
by Dr. Hurty that he 4id not find pol- 
son but did find what he thought was 
mineral poison. It will be shown that 
Drake was a soldier of fortune: that he 
was mixed up in severa) escapades, and 
did not bear a good reputation at hia 
home. After his death a letter was found 
In his valige that had been written to 
him by a woman in Chicago. The tenor 
of this letter was that Drake had prom- 
ised to marry the woman. but when she 
put her property in the name of her 
stepson he refused to do so. The woman 
asked him to return to her and she 
would get back her property.

JOLO JOLO, P. IL, June those 
who are interested in Philippine affairs 
and who advocate the theory that war, 
if it must pe, should be waged as gently 
as possible against these tractable 
‘brown brothers,”’ the Moros, a short ac- 
count of recent events in this little island. 
of Jolo might prove something of a surprise 
and a novelty, if read in the light of the 
three following considerations: 

First, this is called the “Eden’’ of the 
Philippines and those who are stationed 
here are supposed to be specially fortunate. 

Second, the nutive Moros are supposed 
to be peaceably inclined, provided they are 


not provoked. 

Third, in view of this supposed peace- 
ableness, our soldiers are under orders to 
the effect that they are not to fire upon a 
Moro until actually attacked by him, how- 
ever suspicious may be his actions. 

Now. in the mind of the home-dwelling, 
theorizing American, the Moro, armed 
only with the barong or bolo, might seem 
quite at the mercy of the man with the 
modern six-shooter; but to those who have 
learned, by bitter experience, that all six 
bullets fired into the body of the Moro may 
leave him as lively as ever and still in the 
ring, while each stroke of his heavy barong 
cuts down through flesh and bone as 
though they were so much wax, and that 
he can also: throw the deadly thing ac- 
curately at 30 yards, the case takes on a 
new aspect entirely.

New York Hotel Steward Interests 
Fire Department Chiefs in a Nov- 
el Life-Saving Apparatus. 

NEW YORK, July 2.—The inventive mind 
of Henry Aristede Desparios has evolved 


a fire ladder which reaches to the extreme 
height of 320 feet, or within 53 feet of 


the dome oan top of the Pulitzer building. It 
is built in eight sections of W feet each, 


|allowing 10 feet of each section -for sup- 


port, arranged in telescopic form, to be 
carried on the truck. 

There are two platforms attached to each 
section, so that when the ladder.is raised 
two or three firemen with their hose can 
be raised with it. These platforms are 
designed to connect with the upper win- 
dows of the burning building. thus form- 
ing a fire escape.or bridge from the build- 
ing to the ladder According to the in- 
vertor, the entire ladder will not welgh 
more than 2300 pounds. 

“With a truck weighing 10,000 pounds 
there will be no chance for the ladder to 
tip over,”’ said LDesparios yesterday. “The 
present trucks of the department weigh 
10,40 peunds. The numerous supports pro- 
vided by the construction make it impos- 
sible for the ladder to bend. Furthermore, 
the entire welght of the ladder rests on 
the center of the truck, which gives it 
added strength.” 

“Great idea,” sald Fire Chief Purroy, 
when shown the designs of the inventor. 
“It’s got to be practically demonstrated, 
however, before the department can put 
any faith In the invention. We have never 
been able to get beyond our present height 
of 8) or 8& fect. I won't say, though, that 
It can't be done. Nothing is impossible 
in these days of improvement and won- 
der.’’

Cannibal Practices of the Unprinci- 
pled Gar Depopulates the 
Meramec. 


FISHERMAN SUGGESTS REMEDY 


C. H. English Says the Thing Is to 
Place Young Fish in the Shal- 
low Headwaters. 


Although the Missouri fish commission 
reguiarly introduces a new supply of the 
finny tribe into the Meramec river, the 
complaint is made by fishermen that that 
picturesque stream is at present prac- 
tically depopulated of its natural inhabit- 
ants. Thies explains why local anglers who 
go to Meramec Highiands to fish never 
catch enough to boast about. 

A practical explanation of the scarcity 
is given by C. H. English, formerly of Sul- 
livan, Mo., who is an old fisherman well 
acquainted with the Merameo from its 
source to its mouth. According to him the 
eee? of the state hatcheries are taken 
© Bteelvillie Or Cuba and thrown into the 
river there, about 76 miles from its mouth. 
The artificially reared fish are still young 
and in no condition to protect themselves 
a et their larger Popes. The river at 
this post is large and full of gars or ‘‘can- 
nibal fish.”"’ which live solely by preying 
upon other fish. Hence, the government 
supply is quickly gobbled up by the greedy 
gars and never has a chance to grow and 
stock the river. 

“The mistake,” said Mr. English, “is 
made in introducing the young fish into 
the river too far down stream. The fish 
commission ought to carry its stock up 
to the headwaters, say somewhere about 
Salem, where it is small and shallow. Then 
the young fish would have no big neigh- 
bors to contend with, and as they mi- 

ated down stream they would have time 
to get their growth and education. 

“The carp has a natural method of 
hatching its eggs, from observation ol 
which the fish commission might derive 
some ideas. The carp will swim up stream 
as far as it can and there lay its eggs in 
the gravel. Thus the young are born, where 
they are free from the hostile gar and all 
other big fish and have a chance to attain 
full growth. But sometimes the — of 
the carp are not even safe. Often high 
water will wash the eggs of the fish down 
stream before they have a chance to hatch. 
But man could here improve on nature and 
introduce the young fish into the very 
headwaters and spring branches of the 
Meramec, where they would be perfectly 


fe. 

About Salem, 150 miles above the mouth 
of the river, where the water is shallow, Mr. 
English proposes that the hatching boxes 
of the fish commission be placed. But such 
measures alone, he declares, can the Mera- 
mec be re-stocked. 

Furthermore, Mr. English says that gars 
have certain habits which he has discov- 
ered, by taking advantage of which the 
obnoxious fish can be destroyed. In the 
winter, it seems, the gars herd together in 
mud holes at the bottom of the river. Aljl- 
though these holes are usually at a depth 
of BD) feet, yet they can be seen, because 
of the clearness of the water. A stick of 
dynamite exploded in the right place would 
kill nearly 500 at a time. 

And so with the destruction of the gars 
and the more scientific or more natural ar- 
rangement of the fish-hatching facilities, 
he thinks rehabilitation of the fish of the 
Meramec river ought to be possible.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Official Wash- 
ington was deeply stirred today by the 
announcement that Congressman Lucius 
Nathan Littauer, one of the President's 
closest friends, had been shown: to have 
made large sums of money on supplies 
sold to the government for the army. 

The revelations came unexpectedly, as 
there was no thought that any referee's 
hearing in the bunkruptcy petition of a 
jobber in gloves would develop facts of 
such importance concerning the congress- 
man from Gloversville. 

Edmond R. Lyon, a gleve dealer, seck- 
ing to be adjudged a bankrupt. declared 
before United States Referce Stanley w. 
Dexter, in New York, that he had filec 
contracts with the zovernament amount- 
ina to half a million dollars. for which 
the manufactured roods were sau-o'te? 
by the New York City and Gloveravilic 
manufacturing firm of Littaner § Bros.. 
whose profits on the contracts was about 
$090,000. 

A significant fact brought out at the 
hearing was buried in a business letter 
from Mr. Littauer to Mr. Lyon, in which 
the congressman asks the jobber: 

“Do you think it advisable that I should 
call on Lasidington in reference to any 
other than the standard gauntliets?” 

Brigadier-General M. I. Ludington, re- 
tired in April last, was quartermaster-gen- 
eral of the army at the time the contracts 
in question were made, which was the 
period of the war with Spain, and the 
contracts were made with his department. 

All army contracts, including those with 
Lyon, bear this provision of the law: 

“That mo member of, er delegate to. 
Comaress, or any person belenaing to or 
employed in the military service of the 
United States, ia, or shall be. admitted 
te any share or part of this contract or 
te any benefits which artse therefrom.” 

Violation of this provision renders the 
contract vold, and it is therefore asserted 
that Lyon and his bondsmen can be sued 
for all of the money pald by the govern- 
ment under his contracts. 

Representative Littauer is always a 
welcome guest at the White House. and

Lyon's 
bondsmen were William Ldttaver, brother 
of the representative and member of the 
firm of LAttauer Bros., and Oscar L. Rich- 
ard, Lacius Ldttauer’s brother-in-law. 

The question raised is, will the statute 
of limitations bar criminal. prosecution? 

All of the transactions took place more 
than three years ago, the time fixed by 
statute as the period in which the govern- 
ment must proceed if it believes the law 
has been violated. 

There is a provision that says that for 
offenses committed while in office, the 
Statute does not apply until three years 
after the offender has gone out of the serv- 
foe of the government. 

Mr. Littauer is still a member of Con- 
gress, as he is the Congressman-elect from 
the new Twenty-fifth district, but he has 
not yet taken the oath of office and can- 
not do so until the House convenes Nov. 
9. 

The thory of that statute is that while 
& man is in office he has power to cover 
evidence of his wrong-doing and that 
therefore the gevernment has not had the 
opportunity to proceed against him. 

The question whether it applies to con- 
gressmen is for the lawyers to fight about 
if the grandjury sees fit to indict a con- 
gressman under the authority of that 
statute.

The Revenge of Mrs. Jas. J. Wilson Who Patiently Waited 
Almost Half a Century Before Betraying Her Hus- 


band’s. Secret of Two Brutal Murders.

AVA, Mo., July .—Two women, one his 
wife and the other his sweetheart, have 
Played havoc with the happiness of James 
J. Wilson, who after # years of exemplary 
living has been dragged to a prison cell to 
expiate his offenses against the society of a 
past generation. 

The “woman scorned” is a potential fac- 
tor in the fate which has overtaken him 
In his old age. His striped garb, closely 
cropped beard and narrow ce!l are constant 
reminders of.the fury of “love to hatred 
turned.”” The “sowing of the wild oats’’ 
marred his entire life, and he himself de- 
Clares that during the last 40 years he has 
never been able to forget for a day that 
his hands are stained with the blood of the 
best friend he ever had. 

So cruel and strange are the circum- 
stances surrounding the old man’s convic- 
tion that nearly every man, woman and 
child in Douglass County has signed a peti- 
tion for Wilson's pardon, notwithstanding 
the fact he has killed two men and has 
served only six months tn the penitentiary. 

Judge Arbury Burkhead returned from 
Jefferson City recently, where he presented 
the petition to Gov. Dockery. Missouri's 
chief executive intimated it was absurd to 
expect the pardon of a double murderer 
who had only begun his sentence, but an- 
other petition is being circuJated. It is the 
belief here that death will release him soon 
if the governor does not. 


For Years a 
Model Citizen. 

Only men and women who belong to the 
past generation can remember the time 
when Convict Wilson was not a model citi- 
zen. A few of the names signed to the 
application’ for clemency are those of men 
who once took down their old army mus- 
kets and hunted the man they are now ask- 
ing the governor to pardon.’ Forty years 
changes the point of view of most men. 

People in this vicinity wonder if at night 
when convicts’ curses echo through the 
prison corridors the name of Caroline Lee 
is not the oftenest heard. Just after the 
war she appeared in Douglass County in 
the guise of a widow, whose husband had 
been killed in battle. She was beautiful— 
so beautiful, indeed, that the men :would 
not listen to the tales the women soon bée- 
gan to tell about her, 

Two of the most prominent , young men 
in this community at that’ time were 
Arnold Lyons and James J. Wilson. Jonn 
H. Hall, a bosom friend of Wilson's, was 
from a family not quite so well known, 
but nevertheless well-to-do and respected.

Convicted 
and Sentenced. 


Many of his former neighbors and even 
some distant relatives visited him in his 
cell and tried to make him admit confiden- 
tially he had once known them, but he 
stuck to his story obstinately. 

This did a great deal to alienate his for- 
mer friends, who felt grieved that he 
should repudiate them. In the course of 
the trial it was brought out merely inci- 
dentally that the killing of Hall was accl- 
dental. There was no positive proof to 
this effect, but all the circumstances 
seemed to indicate it. 

‘The prisoner was being tried for the 
killing of Lyons. He relied wholly upon 
his alibi and claimed he had never known 
any such man or been within the limits of 
this count;. There were men on the jury 
who had known him in his youth. 

He was convicted of manslaughter and 
received a sentence of 10 years in the peni- 
tentlary. The clemancy was owing to his 
‘advanced age and feeble health. It is prac- 
tically a life sentence for him. 

After his conviction, when he found he 
was to be sent to the penitentiary, the 
aged prisoner began an investigation. He 
found that the information had come from 
his wife.. After that he collapsed and 
confessed to killing both Lyons and Hall. 
He said he wanted to be. hanged, and 
everyone who saw believed he was sin- 
cere in this desire, 

The olf note in which he had written 
to Hall's relative that he had killed Halli 
by mistake was found.

Federal Judge Holds That Contract 
Labor Law Néver Contemplated 
the Bondage of Humans. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., July 2.—John W. 
Pace, charged with being the archconspira- 
tor. and chief slaveholder in Alabama, 
who is also one of the richest men in the 
state, has pleaded guilty of holding negro¢s 
in a state of peonage and been sentenced 
to five years’ imprisonment in 11 cases, 
the terms to be served concurrently. One 
of the cases was appealed, bond of $00 
being given. 

The trial had many startling features. 
Upon the opening of the United States Dis- 
trict Court Judge Thomas G. Jones, pre- 
siding, 11 cases against John W. Pace for 
holding negroes in a condition of peonage 
were moved for trial by United States At- 
torney Reese. 

Mr. Reese in moving the cases spoke of 
the fearful conditions he had found pre- 
vailing on Pace’s plantation and urged that 
the only way to break up the practice was 
to show that Alabama did not wish to be 
held up to all her sister states as a place 
where the United States laws against slav- 
ery were openly violated, by punisaing rig- 
orously the chief instigator and friend of 
the nefarious practice. 


The Law Did Not 


Contemplate Peonage. 
At this point demurrers to the indict- 
ments were introduced, the counsel for the 


defense basing their arguments entirely 
upon the contract labor law, which has 
been declared unconstitutional, but which 
in ©& measure rendcrs-a certain form of 
peonage legal. The lawyers pointed out 
that not only the law supported Pace in 
cases in question, but that the evidence 
on which ..e indictments had been secured 
was dependent entirely upon the statements 
of’ negroes ‘4 others who were known 
to be enemies to Pace. 

Judge Jones itn a carefully 
opinion. overruled the demurrers. He 
ginted out that while the contract labor 
aw had to a certaln extent permitted the 
vrowth of a peonage system it did not 
contemplate and had not allowed such 
conditions as had been found to exist on 
the Pace plantation and, further, that even 
under the restrictions of that law evi- 
dence could be adduced to show that 
Pace had trangressed the law. With ref- 
erence to the question of the one-sided- 
ness of the testimony. Judge Jones averred 
that so great a preponderance of evidence 
could not be cast aside on grounds that 
e witnesses were inimical, but that this 
wus only of avail where there was strong 
testimony on both sides’ of the case.
